“It is only through mixing that the 
Pool can get back for the farmer 


every cent that the wheat is worth,”, 


contended J. A. Johnanson, U. F. A.

This “branch 
is anxious to secure any manuscripts 
or journals containing the memories 
of early settlers which will serve as a 
historical record of the beginnings of 
community life, or- any information 
respecting the existence of the same; 
also any existing early photographs of 
important persons and events. Com-

Government Purchases City Property 

Two blocks of frontage on 109th 
S¥eet immediately north of the site 
of the Parliament Buidlings, has been 
purchased recently by the Provincial 
Government.

Will Import 2,000 Pheasants 

Of interest to sportsmen in the 
province will be the announcemc:t 
that some 2,000 Mongolian and Chin- 
ese ring-necked pheasants will be im- 
ported during the coming summer by 
the Calgary Fish and Game Associa- 
tion. These birds will’be liberated 
thoughout the southern part of the 
province where 1800 were placed last 
season, as part of the Game Associa- 
ticn’s plan for restocking Alberta’s 
game bird supply. 

Oll Production Sets New Figure. 

Establishing a new mark in the his- 
tory of the province, Alberta petro- 
leum production in 1928 reached the 
imposing total of 486,318 barrels, ac- 
cording to figures published during 
the past week. This is an increase of 
46.4 per cent over the 1927 production 
of 332,133 barrels. Wells. in the 
Turner Valley field established a high 
mark in the month of December with 
a production of 48,505 barrels. The 
increase over the 39,709 barrels re- 
corded in November is made up 
largely by the output from the 
Okalta No. 1 well. The total pro- 
duction in the province for 1928 was 
made up as follows: 

Turner Valley, crude naptha, 374, 
795 barrels; Turner Valley, crude oil, 
104,604 barrels; Wainwright field, 
crude oil, 6,919 barrels. — 

Alberta Leading In Land Sales 

Alberta holds leading place among 
the western provinces in the land sales 
|made ‘by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
during the past year, nearly 60 per 
cent of the prairie total of 659,464 
acres being in this province, it “is 
i stated by officials of the company. A 
,gain of 50 per cent is shown in the 
C.P.R. farm land sales in the three 
prairie provinces compared. with the 
previous year when, 427,921 acres 
were disposed of. The volume in 1928 
was the highest in any year since 
1921, while a large percentage of the 
sales represented cash transactions. 

Start Big Co-operative Hatchery 

Two large hatchery units with a 
capacity of 15,000 eggs each have 
been shipped to Lethbridge where 
they will be installed in the new 
Lethbridge Northern Co-operative 
Hatchery. A membership of 150 
poultry raisers is anticipated in the 
association. The output will be 
handled by the Southern Alberta Co- 
operative which will also likely pro- 
vide accommodation for the hatchery 
and equipment.
